DERER’S MENTAL STATE. 


FOUGHT THE JAILER’S POSSE. 


But After Bertha Hunicke’s Slayer 
Was Washed and Clothed He 
Relapsed Into Quiet. 


The Sheriff's inquiry into the sanity of 
Charles Dreher, the murderer of Bertha 
Hunicke, was commenced Monday morning 
in the Grand Jury room before Sheriff Troll. 

During all the proceedings the prisoner 
sat in a chair beside a Deputy Sheriff with 
his hands manacled. He kept his eyes con- 
stantly on the floor and was almost ab- 
solutely motionless. Heretofore he has been 
very violent in the courtroom, often fighting 
and cursing furiously. There was no such 
disposition manifest Monday morning. He 
Was as meek as a lamb. 

Occasionally he rolled his eyes and twisted 
hfs mouth into the strangest shapes, but he 
uttered no sound. 

The Sheriff acted as the judge of the court 
of inquiry. He had Attorney F. A. Wind by 
his side to steer him safely through the 
legal shoals. Lee Meriwether, who has de- 
fended Dreher in all his trials, represented 
the prisoner. Circuit Attorney Eggers 

resented the State.

Ay ͤ and by he became weary and the fail- 
ers succeeded in getting the handcuffs on 
him. Then he was dragged by main force 
across the i yard to the bull ring on the 
east side of the jail. 

Here he was placed in a chair and soon 
became calmer. When the colored barber, 
Henry Foraker, produced a pair of shears 
and began gingerly to crop the bustling 
red locks from the prisoner's head he of- 
fered no resistance, He sat with his head 
bowed, still breathing heavily and his lips 
twitching nervously. 

His hair and beard off, he appeared an- 
other man, more gaunt and horrible than 
ever, if such a thing were possible. 

Then the bath proper began. An ordinary 
wooden wash tub, filled with water, was 
brought forward and Dreher soused into 
it. The water was pretty warm, but the 
man had evidently made up his mind to 
stand it. 

The strapping negro trusties, Will Jones 
and Ike Perkins, were then set to work to 
scrub him clean. They had stiff scrubbing 
brushes and they went at him with a vigor 
that spoke well for their views on cleanh- 
ness. After twenty minutes’ hard labor 
they made a new man of him. His skin 
was white and.clean, and he would never 
have been taken for the individual who 
crouched behind the Trilby curtain. 

The bath over, clothes were put on Dreher, 
the first he had since his former trial. In 
addition to the handcuffs, shackles were 
then placed on his legs, and he was carried 
by force back to the desk in the jail yard 
to await the inquiry.

The girl’s illness was not serious and she 
soon recovered her health, but her father 
did not. 

Eulalie tired of life in the hospital. Mon- 
day morning she resolved to leave the hos- 
pital and make her way home. So while 


her parent was asleep and the nurses were 
| absent she secured the suit of clothes be- | 
longing to Mr. Williams. Then she doffed | 
such of her lingerie as would interfere and 
donned trousers, coat, vest and shirt.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8&-—The 
President will be called upon to pass upon 
the claims of no end of “original McKinley 
men.” They hail from every State in the 
Union, and many of them date their dis- 
covery back to the day of Mr. MeKinley’s 
election as Prosecuting Attorney in the late 
Nos, when he himself had no particular 
reagon for believing that he would ever be 
elected to any higher office. 

The State of Maine has two “original 
McKinley men;” California, 1; Florida, 2 
Illinois, 5; North Carolina, 1; Indiana, 6; 
Kentucky, 2; Iowa, 9; Minnesota, 12; Ne- 
braska, 4: Missouri, 7; Tennessee, 3; Louis- 
jana, 3; Connecticut, 1; Ohio, 109,874, with 
those from other States to hear from. All 
of these want recognition of high import, 
and they are inclined to demand action at 
the very outstart of the new administra- 
tion. . 

There are as many as 300 applicants for 
diplomatic positions to the South Ameri- 
can States. This is the largest list ever 
before known. Among the applicants is a 
woman, Mrs. Ricker of New Hampshire, 
who bases her claim for a place upon the 
ground that that State now has the Min- 
ister of Colombia in the person of ex-Con- 
gressman Luther F. McKinney, and that 
is the place where she wishes to be ap- 
pointed. 

The President at this early date has up- 
ward of 5,000 applications upon his desk 
for about 400 places and the examination of 
these will take up most of his time for the 
next month. These are but a mere drop in 
the bucket as to what will be filed at the 
White House within the next few days.

Pressure on the President Becoming 
Intense. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—The usual rush 
toward the White House was unabated to- 
day. It was not the clamorous crowd of 
last week, for most of the inauguration 
crowd had left the city. But im its place 


came those intent of placing the question 
of the offices and other matters before the 
President. The people at the outer doors 
were told that the President would hold a 
public reception at 8 o’clock, and this had 
the effect of keeping back the general 
crowds until later in the day. ; 

The President was at his desk by 9 o' clock. 
He had seen his venerable mother off for a 
trip to Mount Vernon and then had turned 
to the large number of prominent public 
men, who were in waiting. One of the early 
callers was Mr. John Hay, who is expect 
to be nominated as Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James. He had a brief talk 
with the President and then gave way to 
Senator Wolcott of Colorado, who saw the 
President for the first time since his return 
from Europe. The call lasted fifteen min- 
utes, and is understood to have given op- 
portunity for a brief talk on Mr. olcott’s 
mission. 

Then came Senator Chandler of New 
Hampshire, Platt of Conecticut, Nelson and 
Davis of Minnesota, Wilson of Washington, 
Cullom and Mason of Illinois, Allison and 
Gear of Iowa, Fairbanks of Indiana and 
Perkins of California; Representatives Dol 
livar of Iowa, Babcock of Wisconsin, Hitt 
of Illinois, Grosvenor of Ohio, Hopkins and 
Foss of Illinois.

When John G. Carlisle, repudiating all 
precedent and eXperience, and all of his 
own public record, made all the coin ob- 
ligations of the United States redeem- 
able in gold only, the Post-Dispatch de- 
clared that he had earned a life pension 
from Plutocracy.

Our American Plutocracy is adopting 
the same policy to buttress its position 
that has been adopted in all ages and all 
countries by the privileged classes whose 
oppression of the people made them fear 
consequences. This policy is to hold out 
the hope of liberal reward to all who 
serve them—to make it apparent by strik- 
ing instances that the surest road to pre- 
ferment, to honor, to wealth, to social 
station, is by rendering them the service 
they need. These rewards are made all 
the more liberal and conspicuous where 
the recipient has betrayed the cause of 
the people and forfeited their confidence 
in order to render this service. 

The place provided for Mr. Carlisle is 
intended not merely as a consolation 
prize for what he has lost through be- 
traying the people and serving the Plu- 
tocracy, but it is intended as a proclama- 
tion to all other leaders of the people 
that they also can sell their influence in 
a high-priced market. It is intended as 
proof that Plutocracy will “take care ot“ 
its servants. It is an intimation to other 
political leaders who have won the trust 
of the people that big salaries, fat fees, 
ease and comfort in old age await those 
who will betray their trust for Plutocra- 
cy’s benefit.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The last day 
of Grover Cleveland! Had the American 
people no other cause for universal joy, 
this alone would suffice. He went into 
power with much opposition. He goes out 
with none. The nation shares the relief 
with which he professes to anticipate Ho- 
eration from the cares and burdens of state. 
If he has a hearty, cordial, sincere friend, 


advocate ‘and champion in either House of 


Congress, such a one lurks privily in am- 
bush and makes no announcement, 
Intrusted with plenary power by the peo- 
ple in 1898, the failure of his Administration 
in every department stands confessed. His 
policy at home has been destructive, and 
abroad humiliating and ignominious. The 
degraded coalition by which he was elected 
made no promises that he has not violate, 
and gave no pledges that he has not be- 
trayed. His tariff reform has afforded 
neither revenue for the Treasury, protection 
for capital, nor wages for labor. His finan- 
cial measures have restored neither confi- 
dence nor prosperity. Upon the pretext of 
replenishing the gold reservé, the national 
debt has been increased and bonds sold to 
favored syndicates to meet deficiencies in 
the ordinary expenses of the Government. 
His diplomacy has been apologetic and vac- 
illating to the verge of dishonor, saved only 
from infamy by its grotesque and divert- 
ing imbecility. 

The Hawaiian episode would be incredible 
in the prospectus of a comic opera. There 
has been no day in the past four years that 
has not witnessed some new triumph in 
Clevelandism—some bank closed; some rail- 
road in the hands of a receiver; some mer- 
chant broken: some furnace extinguished; 
some maimed and disabled “veteran stig- 
matized and branded with dishonor, driven 
to the asylum or the grave. Boasting of his 
robust and incorruptible integrity, he retires 
with a vast fortune, accumulated during 
the most disastrous period of his country’s 
history, in which millions have been reduced 
from affluence to want, and from poverty to 
beggary. 

History will record its incredulity that 
such an impostor could so long escape de- 
tection. He is the central figure of one 
epoch to which no lover of his country will 
ever revert without the blush of indignant 
shame at the destruction of its resources 
and the degradation of its dignity and 
honor; a period that has no parallel, except 
in the time of Walpole, described by Ma- 
caulay as the era of dwarfish talents and 
gigantic vices; the paradise of cold hearts 
and narrow minds; the golden age of the 
coward, the bigot and the slave.“ He be- 
queaths to his successor falling revenues, 
disordered finances, prostrated industries 
and social discontent, which has already 
obliterated political frontiers and will com- 
pel the readjustment of parties to meet the 
conditions of the revolution upon which we 
have entered.

Every year the University should make 
decided progress, not merely in sise, but 
in quality and breadth. It is not enough 
to merely maintain work, to just 
stand still, to do no more and no better 
next year than we are doing this, even 
that would be disheartening; how doubly 
depressing it would be to have to cut off 


fate of the University. Surely the State 
is not so bound by legal and constitutional 
fetters as to be unable to take proper care 
of its educational system. While at Jef- 
ferson City I was assured by nearly every 
one of a sincere desire to give the Uni- 
versity all it needs—and it needs for this 
biennial period more than twice what the 
committee reported. 

I still have hopes that the endowment 
bill will pass. I hear that the Senate has 
taken favorable action, and that the House 
is likely to have a chance to act on the Sen- 
ate bill. If such be the case I hope the 
opponents of the original measure will care- 
fully examine their position and the con- 
sequences of continued opposition. 

There appears to be a conflict between 
two high and sacred obligations. The 
letter of the Constitution would seem to 
forbid the use of the “interest fund“ for 
the payment of the percentage on the pro- 
posed certificate, while the spirit of the 
Constitution seems to make it an imperative 
duty to support without injury all thé 
great and noble institutions of the State. 
Obedience to this spirit of the Constitution 
appears to have coptrolled the action of 
the present Legisla in some of the ap- 
propriations alrea made, and former 
legislatures in their action. The Constitu- 
tion is a bulwark of defense against wicked 
measures and wicked and foolish men, it 
should not be a stumbling block to wise 
and elightened legislation. This is a case 
which finely fllustrates St. Paul's maxim, 
that “The letter killeth, but the Spirit 
giveth life.” 

Mr. Spofford’s bill suggests a very in- 
adequate amount for even running ex- 
penses, and yet the curators want more 
than enough to barely pay running ex- 
penses. For four years they have tried 
hard to house the medical school and to 
give it those peculiar and sive labora- 
tories on which modern med schools 
chiefly rely. If we should put up a poor 
building with poor equipments, every 
medical student who could afford to go 
elsewhere would do so. A well appointed 
medical building would cost not less than 
$60,000. 

We have at present no working laboratory 
of entomology for the study of the habits 
of distinctive insects and practital methods 
of killing them. Millions of dollars worth 
of fruit, vegetables and grains are ruined 
every year by insects, a great part of which 
could be saved by proper treatment. Dr. 
Stedman wants $2,000 to build and equip 
a high grade laboratory for his work. The 
cost is wretchedly small compared with 
its value to the State, for it would attract 
students of agriculture and horticulture, 
and it would greatly add to the efficiency 
of the experiment station. The Board of 
Curators should be able to build these 
two buildings this year or next. 

Then the School of Mines needs a new 
building, as every one familiar with the 
school knows well. Though only a depart- 
ment of the University, its isolation renders 
it necessary to furnish it with many of the 
appliances of an independent institution.

All loyal citizens of Webster Groves are

which the meeting is especially called. 

The call for Monday’s gathering grows 
from two causes, one in the past and the 
other in the future. The elect.on of Mayor 
and Council takes place next month, and 
they must be elected with a view to their 
attitude toward the incorporation of the 
city of Webster Groves. 

This incorporation was ‘accomplished a 
little over a year ago and made radical 
changes in the matter of taxes and local 
government. 

The taxes went up, but the people of the 
city were in return allowed to boss them- 
selves. This many of the inhabitants con- 
sidered a fair exchange, while many were 
dissatisfied and would willingly relinquish 
their independence to have tax bills re- 
duced to the village basis. 

These issues will be presented at this 
meeting and committees will be elected to 
look after the approaching election and urge 
needed legislation in the Assembly at Jef- 
ferson City. 

One of the measures which will be turned 
over to the committee is a bill on tae sub- 
ject of road taxes. 

As it is now al! of the 35 cents per $100 paid 
by the citizens of Webster Groves goes to 
the county for roads, and is spent outside 
the city limits, the county officials taking 
the position that they have no jurisdiction 
over the streets of Webster and cannot 
therefore be logically asked to spend money 
on them. 

The new bill, which has passed the Sen- 
ate and is before the House, provides that 
incerporated towns shall be allowed to apply 
75 per cent of the money they pay in to 
the'r own street improvements. 5 

This measure is also being urged by Kirk- 
wood and Ferguson. 

The present Mayor of Webster Groves, 
Wm. S. Fleming, proposes to resign, as he 
thinks he is growing too old and has too 
many other affairs to attend to. 

The most prominent candidate for Mayor 
Fleming's position is Judge Thomas “Met- 
calfe, the lawyer, who has always taken a 
most active interest in the affairs of the 
town. 

The opposition candidate is Wm. Schultz, 
who has all along been known as an op- 
poment of the incorporation plan, and ready 
to fight for a renunciation of the city char- 
ter in favor of a resumption of the old sys- 
tem. 

The most prominent citizens, Including 
Judge Gibson, N. D. Thompson, the pub- 
lisher, Judge Sutton and others, are un- 
ar opposed to taking any backward 
steps.
